Through & committee on conference the
differences between the miners and oper-
ators was reduced 1o a matter of 1 cent, the
ultimatum of the operators being 70 comis lor
the Hocking Valley snd 79 conts for the Pitts-
purg distriet, while the miners demanded 7.
and 80 cents respectively for the two distriots.
Afer seoret deliberation the miners conceded
the price fixed by the operators, and the scale
was aproed to by the joint convention amid
wild enthusiasm.
